The relative merits of farmine by
Irrization and by paturn] rainfal]l and
wliether or not the United States or
wostern Canada can produce a larger
crop of onts are to be decided for a het
of S10,0000 in eash, accordinz to the
termns of a contest which was recently
arranged between farmers of Laramle,
|“rn and Lethbridze, Alberta, says a
| Cheyenne (Wyo.) dispateh., The $10.-
000 has lLeen posted, and all the de-
| talls of the contest have Lieen arranged.

Colonel . J. Rell of Laramie, owner
|n[ the larzest farm in Wyoming, put
| up the $10,000 which says that irriga-
tion and the United States can do bet-
ter than Canada. A syndicate of farm-
lers‘ around Lethbridze, Alberta, head-
ed by Professor W. H. Fairchild of
that city, has covered Colenel' Bell's
{ money and says that natural rainfall
and Canadian soil can raise more onts
' to the acre than can Colonel Bell, Wy-
oming and Irrigation.

On the American side the oats which
will be entercd in the contest will be
grown by Celonel Bell himself on his |
great Laramie plains farm. This farm
| 13 more than 7,000 feet above sea level,
| dn the western slope of the first range
of the Rocky mounfalns, and depends
entirely npon Irrization for its meisture |
| during the summer. For years Colo- |

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| nel Bell has pald particular attention |

to the raizing of oats, and he holds a

ll‘(‘r:nrd of 137 bushels to the acre. By

carefully selecting the seed, specially |

| preparing the soil and clesely watch-
int his ditches fo see that just the
| neressary amount of water reaches his
| oats at the needfnl thme Colonel Bell
gays he can considerably increase the |
yield of his oat fields.

In Canada the prize oats will be |
grown by farmers around Lethbridze, |
with Professor W. H. Fairchild in
| charge of ihe preparations and the
harvest. Professor Falrehild has for
years stodied the erops in southern
| Amerta. and many of the great yields
| of wheat and oats from Canadian fields
| are due to the adoption of his theories
by the farmers of his section.
